The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, as vendors trading only in exempt goods are not 
required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects of legislation 
and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, 
but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient information is available to enable adjustments to 
be made to the crude figures on this account.

An allowance is also payable for the 
non-pensioner wife and children of an age or invalid pensioner, and a guardian’s allowance is payable to a 
single pensioner with dependent children. Age and invalid pensions (except those paid to blind persons) 
are subject to a means test on income and property. Supplementary assistance of $2 a week is available to 
pensioners who pay rent or pay for board and lodging or for lodging.

STATE BASIC WAGES 


In New South Wales automatic quarterly adjustments to the basic wage were discontinued 
following legislation passed in October, 1964, and Commonwealth basic wage rates were 
adopted, retrospective to 19th June, 1964. State basic wages are not declared in Victoria and 
Tasmania, but Wages Boards, which determine minimum rates to be paid in various industry 
groups or callings, now generally adopt Commonwealth rates. In Queensland, the industrial 
authority may declare a basic wage only after an inquiry. In South Australia the rates have 
been the same as Commonwealth rates since 1950. The industrial authority in Western 
Australia determines the basic wage each quarter after considering retail price index numbers. 
In all States, since May, 1961, the basic wage for adult females has been 75 per cent of the 
adult male rate.

AVERAGE RETAIL PRICES 


Average retail prices of food and groceries as previously published for capital cities 
and principal towns are now collected monthly in the State capital cities and Canberra only. 
These prices are published regularly in the following publications of this Bureau:—‘* Average 
Retail Prices of Food and Grocery Items ’’ (quarterly) and ‘* Labour Report” (annual). 
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WHOLESALE PRICE (BASIC MATERIALS AND FOODSTUFFS) INDEX 


Commodities in this index are priced in their primary or basic form wherever possible. The prices used 
have, in the main, been obtained directly from manufacturers and merchants and, with a few important 
exceptions, from Melbourne sources. The weighting system adopted is based on estimates of the average annual 
consumption of the commodities in Australia during the years 1928-29 to 1934-35 inclusive. Work is proceeding 
on the preparation of new series of wholesale price index numbers. Meanwhile the present series continue to be 
compiled on their existing basis, which has become increasingly affected by changes in usage, changes of category 
as between “‘ imported ”’ and “ home produced ”’ for some commodities, and changes in industrial structure.

FARM PRODUCTION PRICE INDEXES 


The annual indexes shown in the following table relate to average “‘ prices” of farm products realized 
in the principal markets of Australia. The “ price’? data used are average unit values for the total 
quantities of the relevant commodities produced or marketed in each year and the indexes therefore 
measure both the effects of changes in prices (as such) and of variations in the quality, type, usage, etc., 
of products marketed. The indexes for any year relate to the average values of farm products produced 
or marketed in that year, irrespective of the periods in which payment is received by producers. 

The indexes shown below are the Revised Series (December, 1952) in which average quantities of 
each product marketed in the period 1946-47 to 1950-51 have been used as fixed weights.
